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EYES ON 19 6 0 
Some Republican politicians already are 
thinking bey ond 19 5 8's elections to the pres­ 
idential y ear 19 6 0. And some of their ideas 
represent quite a departure from the stand­ 
ard lines we’v e been hearing for the last 
y ear or so. 
Most GOP leaders, of course, indicate 
either priv ately or publicly that they do not 
ex pect to “ pull a Truman’’ and score a sub­ 
stantial v ictory Nov . 4 against all predic­ 
tions. With them it seems to be chiefly a 
matter of holding the losses as low as pos­ 
sible. 
Starting from 
th a t, point, 
they 
look 
ahead to a considerably altered political 
landscape in 19 5 9 and bey ond. 
The v oice of the party ’s right wing in 
Congress could be markedly diminished. 
Some members, like Senators Knowland of 
California. Martin of Pennsy lv ania and Jen- 
ner of Indiana, hav e retired. Others stand 
in danger of defeat. 
To be sure, the liberal Republican ranks 
already are somewhat depleted, too, and 
may suffer still further in Nov ember. The 
GOP holds just 19 of the 4 8 gov ernorships 
and is not ex pected to draw closer this fall. 
In the past, Republican gov ernors hav e 
more often than not tended toward the lib­ 
eral wing. 
But if the conserv ativ es also are cut 
back, the two wings may thereafter be in 
closer balance than seemed likely a while 
ago. This would lessen the prospect that 
right wing leaders could gov ern the selec­ 
tion 
of 
the 
party ’s 
19 6 0 
presidential 
nominee. 
Up to now Vice President Nix on has 
seemed 
reasonably 
acceptable 
to 
both 
wings, as a man who once was rather 
closely identified with conserv ativ e ele­ 
ments and now is labeled an “ Eisenhower 
Republican.” 
Yet his position is not as secure as it 
was. Heav y GOP losses in California, his 
home state, could tarnish his prestige. 
Senator Knowland, running for gov ernor, 
and Gov ernor Knight, seeking Knowland’s 
Senate seat, a e reported in an uphill fight 
there. 
Furthermore, 
if 
Nelson 
Rockefeller 
should win the New York gov ernorship, 
liberal Republicans would hav e an attrac­ 
tiv e alternativ e of a sort they now lack. 
Few doubt he would be projected quickly 
into the national picture in ev ent of v ictory . 
In such a situation, the ex pected reduc­ 
tion of right wing forces would take on 
major significance. Many party men then 
would be looking for a sharp struggle for 
the 19 6 0 nomination. 
But all the party ’s speculations in this 
v ein hinge on what happens Nov . 4 . Any 
politician worth his salt will be watching 
those returns like a hawk.

THE BOSS 


Political party leaderhip is a normal response 
to the necessity of having some one to manipulate 
the machinery of party organization. In a large 
area such as New York City is, where 8 ,000,000 
peoptc live and work, it is likely th at political 
party leadership will be more im portant than in 
a village of 300 families. As the Democratic P a rty 
generally prevails in three out of the five boroughs 
of the city and as the Republican P arty is prac­ 
tically non-ex istent in those three boroughs of 
heaviest population concentration, it stands to 
reason that the Dem ocratic political leader of 
New York City is likely to be quite a figure. 
There have been a num ber of such leaders and 
they have been known variously for corruption, 
astuteness, 
wisdom, 
incompetence, 
competence. 
There was the notorious Bill Tweed, the tricky 
Richard C toker who left the country in a hurry , 
the sagacious Charlie Murphy and now the un­ 
usual Carm ine DcSapio. 
DcSapio is literate which used to be on offen­ 
sive word among politicians; he is urbane which 
is unex pected. He is Italian in origin and thinks 
with a Latin twist which m akes him less under­ 
standable to the more direct Irish and Anglo-Sax ­ 
ons. H e does not fight rough, but he most often 
wins bv maneuvers. He is not alway s wise in the 
selection of candidates or political associates but 
he wins elections. He is the mosl articulate le a d e r 
T am m any Hall has ever had, the leaders in the 
past generally remaining silent and letting the 
candidates do all the talking. 
The Republicans in New York S tate 
have 
made an issue of DeSapio, but it has not affected 
public opinion one way or >he other. Instead of 
perm itting himself to be attacked and waiting 
tor Avere 11 H arrim an to defend him or to ignore 
the attacks, DeSapio w ent off on his own. a tta c k ­ 
ing Nelson Rockefeller, stating his own case,« and 
almost giving the appearance th at it was a cam ­ 
paign of DcSapio vs. Rockefeller. 
In the Dem ocratic Party , Averoll H arrim an 
owes his governorship to Carm ine DeSapio who 
did not have to take him. During H arrim an’s first 
term, he and DeSapio were close. They have lost 
much of their friendship, first, because DcSapio 
objects to the A.D.A. group associated with H ar- 
rim an and secondly , because H arrim an’s candidate 
for United S tates Senator was Thornes F. Finlet- 
ter, while D eSapio’s was F rank Hogan. H ogan 
was nominated. A m ore logical choice than either 
was Jam es A. F arley who was not nominated. It 
is known th a t if caught in a pinch, DeSapio would 
have accepted Farley but not F ineletter; sim ilarly 
H arrim an, in a pinch, would have accepted T h o m ­ 
as F. M urray but never Farley . The nom ination 
of H ogan m ade the Governor cool, but not cool 
enough to court defeat. There will be a show-down 
between H arrim an and DeSapio and my guess is 
that the Governor will have a hard tim e,,for des­ 
pite his gentleness, refinem ent and gram m atical 
English, DeSapio is not to be ex cepted ever to be 
solt. 
. 
, 
The civic question for those of us who are not 
engaged in partisanship is of w hat value such a 
Boss is and the answer can only be th a t someone 
m ust operate party m achinery if we are to have 
a m achine and DeSapio is literate; he is con­ 
scious of public needs and he avoids scandals. 
May be the la tte r is not too difficult because we 
live in an apathetic era and the public takes cor­ 
ruption in its stride. But the adm inistration of 
governm ent in New York needs an overhauling. 
It is poor governm ent, inadequately adm inistered 
by commissioners who range from high grade to 
incompetents. 
DeSapio, w ith ra re forbearance, knows with 
whom not to tangle. F o r instance, one of the m ost 
effective com missioners in New York City is the 
Police Commissioner, Stephen Kennedy , who canoe 
up from the ranks, has a university degree and 
an FBI Academ y certificate. He is both a tough 
and an honest cop. DeSapio stay s strictly away 
from Kennedy . It he ex ercises a Boss’s privileges 
in the city , it is not with the Police D epartm ent. 
I doubt w h eth er he has ever asked for a ticket 
to be torn up. 
The dy nam ics of the m an is enoim ous; his 
am bitions are large. Some of the old politicans of 
both parties w onder how an Italian w andered in­ 
to their preserves. The answ er is th a t he has, and 
thus far, has been successful. He is a new kind of 
Boss in a new generation.

German Measles Important 


Cause of Defects at Birth

T he question of congenital defects is a m a tte r 
of vital concern to thousands of parents and to 
the y oungsters involved. 
Among the more common of these congenital 
m alform ations are harelip and cleft palate, club 
foot, and w hat is called congenital h eart disease. 
There are a num ber of others such as web fingers, 
but perhaps those mentioned are the most fre ­ 
quent. 
There are some truly hereditary diseases, but 
congenital defects are almost certainly not inher­ 
ited. 
So a y oung adult contem plating m arriage 
need not fear any great risk of passing these de­ 
fects on. 
A good deal of work has been done in recent 
y ears on the origin and possible m eans of pre­ 
venting at least some of these malform ations 
which are present at birth. 
Probably the most 
im portant 
known factor 
is 
acquiring G erm an 
measles (rubella) by the m other during the first 
three months of pregnancy . 
Analy sis of evidence on this score suggests 
that the potential risk of giving birth to a con­ 
genitally malformed child is increased approx i­ 
m ately six times if the m other has had Germ an 
measles during the critical period. 
P ut another 
way , the frequency of congenital malformations 
in the children of such m others is about .12 out 
of 100. 
So far as G erm an measles is concerned, one 
w riter recommends that y oung girls should he 
deliberately ex posed, since an attac k generally 
provides life-long immunity . 
He also recommends 
that 
women 
pregnant 
during 
the 
first 
three 
months who are ex posed to G erm an measles 
should be given imm ediately large doses of gamma 
globlulin. 
It is quite likely th a t G erm an measles is not 
the only thing which may increase the risk of 
giving birth to a child with some malformation. 
For ex ample, a recent report from England in­ 
dicates that a high proportion of m others whose 
infants w ere born with m ajor defects had had an 
acute illness w ith fever or pulm onary tuberculosis, 
or had been engaged in certain ty pes of heavy 
work during the early period of their pregnancies. 
Certainly , we do not y et know- all the answers, 
though encouraging progress is being made. W hat 
every one hopes for is a method of preventing 
these congenital defects so that all children can 
enter life w ithout unnecessary handicaps.

Alf Evers, president of the so­ 
ciety , spoke of the forthcoming 
Hudson-Champlain celebration to

seph Fitzsimmons had said th at 
he was most anx ious for the 
Town Board com m ittee and the 
Historical Society to work to­ 
gether to obtain the most suc­

Evers also noted that since 
the legislature was unwilling to 
appropriate sufficient funds for 
furtherance of the project, it 
would be up to the society , the 
individual committees and town­ 
ships to insure the success of the 
celebration.

Evers 
then

speaker of the day , a member of

Woodstock 
society , 
Mrs. 
Bruno L. Zimm, who described 
her ex perience in discovering pa­ 
pers in the files of the New York 
Historical Society . 
Among these papers, said Mrs. 
Zimm, w ere old diaries which 
contained the details of leases 
made to farm ers in Woodstock 
by Chancellor Livingston and his 
m other from 179 0 to 18 13. Many 


settlers are names of the pres­ 
ent families here and these rec­ 
ords form an invaluable addition 
to those of the town and of the 
society . 
Mrs. Zimm sketched the ca­ 
reer of Chancellor Livingston. He 
was born in 1736, she said, the 
son of Judge Livingston. He was 
m inister to France, adm inistered 
the oath of office to George 
W ashington in 178 9 ; was instru­ 
m ental in the purchase of Louisi­ 
ana and helped Fulton with his 
steam boat on the Hudson. 
Most of the early settlers in 
Woodstock were veterans of the 
Revolution, said Mrs. Zimm, who 
hoped to settle down to a life of 
farming, but who were not able 
to buy land from the Livingstons, 
but had to lease it, generally 
pay ing so many bushels a y ear of 
w heat in pay m ent of rent. This 
condition led inevitably to the 
Down-Rent 
W ar, 
after whicn 
laws were changed to remedy 
such unfair transactions. 
Tells Indian Story 
Mrs. Zimm concluded her re­ 
cital by reading a story she had 
w ritten about Kingston in 1663. 
It was a thrilling tale of a doc­ 
tor and his wife and children liv­ 
ing in the stockade. An Indian 
raid was described in all its ter­ 
rify ing details and her listeners 
were tense until the tale reached 
its happy ending. 
President Evers praised Mrs. 
Zimm w arm ly in behalf of the 
Society and described her talk 
as 
“com pletely authentic and 
charm ing.” 
During the business meeting, 
Mrs. Zimm received a vote of 
thanks from the Society for her

Sinkers come in all shapes and 
sizes from tiny pea-shaped split- 
shot used by pan-fishermen to 
hug e drails dropped by commer­ 
cials on the Continental Shelf. 
All are desig ned for one pur­ 
pose, to g et bait down to the 
fish. Which sinker to use depends 
on a va riety of factors. 
If y ou are fishing on the off­ 
shore banks for cod and the tide 
is running strong , the four-ounce 
py ramid sinker favored by beach 
ca sters won’t hold bottom. The 
chances are it will take eig ht 
ounces of diamond sinker to keep 
the bait anchored. 
W eig ht is one fa ctor and shape 
is 
aiso 
important. 
There 
are 
stream lined 
sinkers 
used 
for 
tournament casting , and special 
purpose sinkers like the Dipsey , 
which is molded in a punching 
bag shape to prevent sna g g ing in 
rocks. The drail is a larg e hook 
with the lead molded over the 
shank, and I have seen these used 
for fish up to a thousand pounds 
in w eig ht— g ia nt ‘sea bass and 
marlin, Hook and sinker are to­ 
g ether to prevent these powerful 
fish from sna g g ing the sinker in 
the bottom. 
There are special purpose sink­ 
ers. The trolling ty pe is slim in 
shape' for ea sy passag e throug h 
the water, has a snap at one end 
and a swivel at the other. Troll- 
j ing sinkers g et the bait dow'n and 
' when it’s in motion, they prevent 
line twist. The eg g sinker is for 
| specia lists also; the line can be 
passed throug h the eg g so that 
a fter a ca st is made the biting 
fish w'on’t feel its weig ht. As the 
fish nibbles at the bait the line 
m oves without resista nce. 
The most widely used sinkers 
are the py ramid for surf casting , 
the bank sinker for g eneral sa lt- 
w'ater fishing , and thè split shot 
for m ost freshwa ter work.
